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The first plate of Part II opens with a large variety of Jade belt-hooks in various sizes and shapes, and includes also 
quite a number made of rock crystal and agate. 

We have here plain hooks with a hydra head, others with a carved and raised small Hydra and the obligatory Head, 
again others with a Hydra head and a pattern of sleeping silkworms like No. 199, with floral decorations, — or mushrooms 
of longevity. 

No. 168 has the shape of a Ju-1 and No. 226 that of a mushroom. 

Plate No.2 continues these belt-hooks and displays further a number of belt-buckles some set in bronze, and some en- 
tirely of Jade. 

Of these there are numerous specimens that have to be ascribed to more modern times, some even so late as to the 
Kang Hsi and Chien Lung periods. 

Plate No. 3 after exhibiting more belt-buckles, shows a series of belt- and girdle-ornaments of very varying shapes, 
some with highly artistic workmanship carved a jour, and some in two coloured Jade using one shade for the back ground 
and the other for the raised part. 

Plates Nos. 4 to 9 illustrate a great variety of figures with full plastic carving. 

The most frequent of these figures is the “Hsien of old Age’, — either depicted carrying a long staff, a peach-branch, 
or a single peach, very often also portrayed with a deer at one side, or a child in his arms. 

Two of the most prominent of these figures are No. 496 on plate No. 4 and No. 318 on plate No. 5 10%/," and 9” high 
respectively. 

On plate No.5 we find another figure of very frequent occurrence, namely No. 833 — “‘Liu-Hai with his three legged 
mythological frog, the “‘Chan’’. 

An interesting group is No. 933, the so-called three lucky stars, or the personifications of “happiness, prosperity and 
old age’’. 

No. 798 and 750 are figures of Weng-Tsung “‘the Ancestor’”” — only of a much larger size than those depicted on plate 
No. 30 of Part I. 

Plate No. 6 shows‘ two groups of the “‘two laughing Immortals’’ (the Ho-ho-erh Hsien) Nos. 779 and 599, and a very 
beautiful milkwhite figure, of the Ho-hsien-Ku with a swan No. 465, an exceedingly rare and fine specimen. 
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Amongst the most interesting figures on plate No. 7 is that of the Yii-Wang the “Fisher King”’ (No. 1007) and a reclining 
figure of Li-po, the Chinese poet with his wine-jar (No. 594). 

No.735 on the same plate, is rather a curious carving of the Weng-Tsung, or progenitor type, with a sort of handle below; 
it was probably meant to be clutched by the hands of the dead in the coffin. 

After depicting five more specimens of the Fisher King, namely Nos. 340, 296, 562, 664 and 613, we find on plate No. 8 
a complete set of the Pa-Hsien or the “eight Immortals”, in green and black mottled Jade. Prominent on plate No. 9 isa 
very fine full figure of a general on horseback No. 596, and also No. 958 the figure of a sitting Lohan holding a shoe. 

Next follow two boats of green and black mottled Jade, made unquestionably during the 18th Century. 

A very pretty figure is No. 184, showing again Liu-Hai and his Chan, this time highly artistically carved from white and 
light-green (fei tsui) Jade, the Chan being of rose-coloured quartz. 

Nos. 37 and 151 are both of white rock crystal, the former a reclining Lohan, the latter a standing Immortal. 

Amongst the concluding figures on this plate is another ““Weng-Tsung’’-specimen of great antiquity, undoubtedly made 
during Chou-or Han dynasty times. 

Plates 10 to 16 exhibit carvings of various animals, single or in groups. We have first effigies of tigers on plate 10, some 
like Nos. 686 and 915 reclining, with a bird carrying a peach branch, or holding mushrooms of longevity like No. 756. 

Tigers in various positions are continued on plate No. 11; No. 796 shows a reclining tiger with his cub at the side, 
while a group of two reclining tigers is displayed by No. 760. 

No. 614 is a beautiful specimen of a standing tiger, of lime white colour with black streaks, followed by the last three 
carvings on the plate, illustrating a long-bearded, mythological monster called “*Pi-hsieh”’. 

Plate No. 12 contains an array of Lions, several of them with their cubs. 

Nos. 534, 752 and 546 are groups of two lions, the last named with mushrooms of longevity. 

Carvings of Elephants in various positions and attitudes, mostly with a figure on their backs, are given on plate No. 13. 

No. gIo is a curious specimen; a small elephant, ridden by a child, standing on the back of a bigger elephant. 

Plate No.14 exhibits some animals, which are supposed to be dogs and are recognized as such by the Chinese. 

Some of these have rather peculiar shapes, so very much at variance with the present form of the Chinese dog. They 
resemble, like No.838, more the foreign species with long ears, or have, or like Nos. 1029 and 565 almost the shape of Greyhounds. 

The plate concludes with a number of sheep, No. 529 showing a group of two and No.706 of a single sheep, the latter 

with a spray in its mouth. 

Plate No. 15 comprises carvings of cows and buffaloes, several with a child on their backs. 

These are followed by carvings of goats and deer, a few in very grotesque shapes. 

On plate No. 16 appears a series of horses, mostly in reclining position, No. 763 with the figure of a child crawling up 
it’s back, the plate ending with No. 874, the carving of a pig. 
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Plate No. 17 acquaints us with various mythological monsters Shou—, Hou —, Pi hsieh, etc., etc., some rather difficult 
to define; No. 826 is a group of a bear, a three legged frog and a bird, Nos.771 and 672 being probably meant for bears also. 

Armonect the birds appearing on plates Nos. 18 and 19 we find Herons, Ducks, Swans, cockerels, Pigeons and carvings 
of mythological phoenixes. 

Nos. 280 and 87 on table 18 are flat carvings set in wood frames; another flat specimen of very large size and rather 
crude workmanship is No. 641 on plate No. to. 

Plate No. 20 gives a collection of turtles, in different shapes and of a great variety of colours. Some like Nos. 1022, 617, 
800, etc., etc., have a snake on their backs symbolising the male and female principle, the “Yin and Yang’’, 

Many of these turtles show really exquisite workmanship of highly artistical merit and are unquestionably descending 
from Han times. 

On plate No. 21 are carvings of the mythological “Chan, or toad with three legs, which after having been caught by 
Liu-Hai, could transport him to any place desired, at a moment’s notice. Besides these three legged monsters the table depicts 
several ordinary frogs and toads, some with a small one on their backs like Nos. 914 and 959. 

Plate No. 22 “‘Fishes” exhibits in No. 978 two interlaced fishes, forming the “Yin and Yang’’, responsible in Chinese 
philosophy for everything existing. 

The plate continues further fishes, some with a lotus leaf, others with mushrooms of longevity in their mouths. 

Several of these were possibly meant as resonant stones, while others served presumably only as grave offerings. 

One of the two aligators on the same plate No. 1047 is evidently an ancient piece of red and brown Han-Jade, while the 
other No. 768, of coarser carving, shows much more modern workmanship. 

The aligator is rather a surprising object for old carvings, as this reptile is but seldom met with in China. It exists only 
on the shores of the middle Yangtze and was supposed to have been found there, for the first time, during the last fifty years. 

Plate No. 23 shows some rather queer original formations of Jade and Jade boulders and also two pairs of tiger-head 
door-ornaments, cut with moveable rings, out of one piece; both Nos. torg and 682 are highly artistically carved, but un- 
doubtedly inscribed at a much later period. 

On plate No. 24 we find a variety of objects, amongst which several Idols, mostly belonging to the Tang dynasty, as 
indicated by their inscriptions and workmanship. 

Some of these, carved at a time, when Buddhism recorded a large expansion in China, profess to have been made or 
ordered from the carver on account of the illness of some near relative, probably as offerings for their recovery see 
Nos. 661, 609 and 570. 

No. g51 is evidently older than the Tang dynasty, while Nos. 305 and 881 are comparatively modern. 

No. 654 is a very fine specimen of the disc and tablet series, already commented on in Part I plate No. 17. 

The next specimens following viz. Nos. 801 and 942 are memorial tablets, as placed on altars, in temples or in home shrines. 
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Plate No. 25 continues idols and has amongst others, a very curious figure No. 955, sitting on a bird. 

Nos. 895, a. and b. were evidently intended as paperweights, presented, according to the inscription, to a scholar, while 
Nos. 952 and 953 are additions to the class of memorial tablets just remarked upon. 

On plate No. 26 appears a collection of five large axes, of very original shapes, amongst which No. 979, nearly 14” long. 
This axe, probably an imperial attribute, was called, (as denoted by the inscription) “green dragon” very likely on account 
of the dragon head at the lower end and possibly on account of its greyish green colour. 

Nos. 681, 878 and 719 bear all a carved bird on the middle part, for which peculiar decoration no explanation has been 
found up to the present. 

Plates Nos. 27 and 28 contain bell-shaped suspension ornaments, with various decorations. 

These bells are a continuation of plates Nos. 49, 50 and 51 of Part I and have probably all been used as resonant stones. 

We have here on plate 27 a very large bell No. 859 of red and brown Han-Jade, and in No. 823 a fully round bell with 
a three legged suspension-contrivance above. 

Plate No. 28 shows some more fully-round bells viz. Nos. 751, 753, 1008, etc., and illustrates also a minor specimen 
No 4o, probably of Sung times, suspended from a carved wood frame. 

On plate No. 29, Swords, Spearheads, etc., we find first a hatchet-shaped dagger nearly 18” long, professing to have 
been made during Chien-An’s reign 196—220 after Christ. 

Nos. 1032 a and No. 980 two daggers, both of rather dark coloured Jade, the latter number denoting to have been presen- 
ted by the emperor Kuang-Wu in the year 25 of the Christian era. 

No. 1039, a very large spearhead, probably conferring imperial authority, has the rather curious inscription of ““Wu- 
ling’ (4 4), ‘an order issued at noon”’. 

According to reports, derived from Chinese sources, Jade objects were used at court as signs of imperial authority, 
given simultaneously with an order and marked with the time of the day when issued. 

Nos. 521 and 548, two tube-shaped objects, the first resembling somewhat the mouth piece of a pipe, remain undefined. 

All plates and dishes exhibited on plate No. 30, with the exception of No. 476, are of very heavy, thick texture, 
No. go2 has a raised frog in the centre, No. 805 a frog and a snake No. 888 shows a fish, and No. 889 deports a mushroom 
of longevity. 

The oval dish No. 957 with the centre carving of pomegranates, citrons and peaches symbolizes the “‘Fu, Jou, shou”’ or 
“happiness, prosperity and old age’’. 

No. 476, a circular plate of yellowish-green Jade, with a raised centre, presumably intended as pivot for a cup, 1s of 
very thin almost eggshell texture and belongs probably to the time of the Mings. 

Plate No. 30B shows various incense burners, the majority of the usual tripod shape; they are all of yellowish-white 
modern Jade, with the exception of Nos. 339 and 122 which are of seagreen colour and older. 
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Next in order come some ‘‘Lu’’ which are also incense burners but of a cylindrical shape and No. 540 a “Lu” in the 
very frequently met form, of Bronze-burners of the Ming dynasty. 

Nos. g12 and 870 of cylindrical form, with a mushroom like roof, are small representations of very large incense burners 
of Bronze not unfrequently found, even nowadays, in the front yard of old temples. 

The vases on plate No. 31 are with few exceptions of modern workmanship. 

No. 956 a vase in peachform held up by two small boys, offering good wishes for health and prosperity, is an old piece. 

No. 14, of yellowish Jade, very nicely carved with Ju-1 heads, belongs probably to Ming times, while No. 35, a very 
showy piece of yellowish-white colour, carved together with it’s side rings out of one piece, is presumably a Chien Lung 
specimen. 

Plate No. 32 gives a continuation of various vases, several of which again of modern workmanship. There are some 
very handsome pieces amongst these, like Nos. 9 and 36, or like the bone-white and grey double vase No. 324 which shows 
exceptionally fine carving and high artistical design. 

The next three plates Nos. 33, 34 and 35 bring further illustrations of vases and vaselike ornaments. 

On plate No. 33 we find a bone white cover-vase, No. 514, deeply carved with rocks, figures and flowers, followed by 
No. 131, another remarkable specimen of tulip-shape, measuring 14” in height. 

No. 54 is an exquisitely carved small vase suspended within a carved wood frame, and cut with chains, etc., out 
of one piece. 

Amongst the modern specimens on plate No. 34 are two vases of large size, Nos. 2 and 4o, both very nicely carved 
the latter with the suspension chain together, in one piece. 

Ancient specimens on this plate are No. 577, No. 781 and probably also No. 868. 

On plate No. 35 we have three specimens of excellent carving namely No.271, No.652 and No. 451, the last mentioned 
being of grey and red Calcedon. 

Nos.837, 992 and 790B are somewhat clumsy in form and execution and belong probably to the Sung dynasty, much 
contrasting with No. 48 a highly finished, white Jade double-vase with cover very likely of Ming origin. 

Nos. 43, b. 53, a. 44 and 60, b. are modern pieces of yellowish-white colour, the table showing some antique specimens 
in INOS. O50, 772,-etc., etc, 

Plate No. 36 depicts a collection of libation cups, chiefly belonging to the Ming dynasty. 

We see here some beautifully carved specimens like Nos. 940 and 157 and an exquisitely carved round bowl No. 639 
with it’s very thin almost eggshell cover, ornamented with flowers and conventional designs. 

No. 323 is a very fine specimen of bone-grey and brown Jade, while Nos. 33 and 253 both illustrate the usual-grain 
pattern carved round the body. 

A very ancient shape of libation cup, not unfrequently met with in Bronze, is represented in No. 332 of greenish-white 
and brown Jade, quite plain without any carving, but of very thin texture.

Some more cups appear on plate No.37, and are succeeded by two water dishes of ancient Jade Nos. 30 and 709, the 
former of greenish brown, the latter of brown and black colour. 

Amongst the bottles we find an exquisite double specimen of bone-white and yellow Jade with a rose hue, exquisitely 
carved. 

The three handrests following, are meant as supports for the hand or arm, when writing with a Chinese brush; they are 
probably of Sung origin, in spite of the inscription on No. 1048, designating it as a Han specimen of the year 196 
after Christ. , | 

One of the nicest and most exquisitely carved pieces is No. 34 on this table, deserving special mention for it’s artistical 
design of a-jour cut herons, amidst lotus leaves and flowers. 

The rest of the plate is made up of paperweights and other objects, intended presumably for mere decorative purposes, 
like Nos. 625 and 49, both of which evince excellent workmanship. 

Plates Nos. 38 and 39 illustrate a variety of Seals, ancient and modern, square, round, or rectangular. 

Of such seals the collection is very rich, containing nearly 200 specimens, mostly acquired from a large Chinese collection. 

Impressions of the seals have been added to the illustrations and the inscriptions have been transliterated and 
translated as far as was found feasible. 

Most of the seals depicted, have evidently been the Official Authority of Generals, Chiefs of Boards, Ministers, 
Prefects, etc.; Some are quite plain, some have carved lions, tigers elephants or turtles above. Table No. 39 shows three 
imperial seals Nos. 1090, 1082 and 1083 which IJ consider genuine judging from their colour and their workmanship. 

No. 1096, a. is one of a pair of cylindrical Jars with covers of seagreen Jade and probably later added inscriptions. 

On plate No. 40 we find more seals with their impressions and amongst these No. 897 bearing a very curiously 
written Chinese character, meant for ““Feng”’ “securely sealed”’. 

After finishing the seal series the plate shows several round discs like, No. 787 with a carved Hydra, the other ones 
with tiger faces. 

Nos. 766, 767 and very likely also No. 787 are umbilic preservers while No. 997, the biggest, is a military passport 
according to its inscription. | 

A curious piece is No. 987 the human head, similar to the specimen already depicted on table No. 64 of Part I, but here, 
according to it’s inscription, purporting to be the face of a man from the East Han country. 

The rest of the plate is filled with a row of cylindrical Pi-t’ung or pencil vases of various sizes. 

Several of these show quite remarkable colours; No. 552 is white with dark brown spots, No. 285 grey and brown, with 
white streaks and patches and finally No. 660 a bone-white Jade, with brown streaks. 

The first four objects set forth on plate No. 41, are according to Chinese reports, Head-rests for the dead. All of these 
are round inside, but not obligatory so on the outside, where often preference is shewn to octagonal or square shapes. 
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The ornamentation on several of these rings belongs to a decidedly later period than the rings themselves; this is the 
case with Nos. 917 and 848, the remaining specimens bearing unquestionably also Han dynasty carvings and designs. 

The next section calling our attention, consists of rings styled by the Chinese “coffin rings’. They are prineipally in 
the shape of the symbol of the deity of the Earth, usually round inside and square outside, or have four corner projections, 
giving the object a square appearance like Nos. 689 and 714. 

The two double ball shaped implements Nos. 1043 and 1042, are rather badly demonstrated on the table, as they have 
really a side view of a broad figure $ or the shape of one slightly flattened ball, on the top of another. 

No explanation as to the purport, or mode of employment of these objects has as yet been forthcoming, they may possibly 
have been parts of an I Chang set, (see remarks on plate No. 56 of Part I) or may have been merely intended as paper 
weights. 

Plate No. 42 illustrates several pen rests and other ornaments for the study table. 

Nos. 12 and 137 are undoubtedly of Ming origin; No. 843 is a natural. formation of rock crystal, while Nos. 1027 and 
865 with their rather coarse workmanship, are presumably specimens of original Han-Jade, carved during a later, — possibly 
during the Sung-period. 

Plate No. 43 demonstrates a selection of pen trays and hand rests, the greater part being in the form of a lotus leaf 
ornamented with a raised Frog or Hydra. 

These trays are unquestionable very old and originate probably during the Tang dynasty if not earlier. 

On plate No. 44 appears a miscellaneous collection of fruit-pieces, leaves, etc., No. 63 set in a carved wood frame. 

Some of these fruit-carvings like Nos. 19, 192, 49, etc., dating probably from the Ming dynasty exhibit exquisite 
taste and workmanship. 

Plate No. 45 starts with three “‘Ju-1”, or scepter like objects, made for presentation to high officials, or in general to 
persons having attained great age. These Ju-i were not necessarily always made out of one piece, but were often manufactured 
in sections and of various materials; we have thus the two Ju-i heads Nos. 463 and 441 on the plate, — the handles for which, 
possibly also of Jade, being lost. 

Amongst the various carvings on this plate No. 326 is most likely a knob for the sword hilt, Nos. 807 and 794, the two 
carved bridges being evidently meant as simple ornaments or paper weights. 

Undefined as to their purport remain No. 918,a square pin like implement and the two clubshaped specimens No. 1031,a. 
and b, these latter possibly parts of an I-Chang set like Nos. 1043 and 1042 on plate No. 41. 

No. 745 is evidently a hair pin. 

The very large cithern No. 876 of beautiful variegated, colouring was presumably made, to judge from it’s inscription, 
as a wedding gift — and a resonant stone. 

On plate No. 46 appear four specimens of Jade stirrups, each with two Hydra heads above. 
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Then follow some curious implements, probably belonging also to the class of (I-Chang) or official Insignia; (see remark 
on plate No. 56 of Part I). 

We find here several not illustrated before like No. 1046, f. and e, a pair of hands grasping a pointed pin; Nos. 1046 a 
and 993,a. and b, two pairs of melon shaped objects and finally Nos. 1046a. and b. two rectangular plaques, with carved yin 
and yang, held up by a bifurcated handle. 

The three specimens following: Nos. 1034, 1049 and 1036 are supposed to be phallos protectors for the dead and 
designated by the Chinese as ““Yang-Ka1’’. 

The ones depicted here are fully cylindrical in shape and not vertically bisected like, the specimens already illustrated on 
plate No. 31 of Part I. 

Significant is the carving of a tiger’s head and tail on the corresponding ends of these tubelike objects, meaning evidently 
to reflect on the strength of a tiger. 

No. 995 is a presentation pen rest, with inscribed good wishes to the recipient. 

Plate No. 47 exhibits two shellike carvings, possibly used as inkslabs, with a raised centre figure of a child. 

The eight objects following are attributes of the Pa Hsien (or the 8 Immortals) and stand as their personifications, (see 
the 8 Hsien carrying their respective attributes on plate No. 8). 

Two small circular stamp boxes, to contain the red dye, used for seal-impressions, conclude the plate. 

Plate No. 48 contains a variety of objects, added to the collection too late for their insertion amongst their respective 
series. We notice first: 

Nos. 1066 a and b, two fine swords, professing to have been presented by Imperial favour, then several ornamental 
carvings of various groups of animals and figures; No. 1053 described as a State Jewel of the principality and No. 1074 
as a wheat-roller. 

No. 1050 is a curious carving of a pair of tigers; while Nos. 1073 and 1060, are additional specimens to plate No. 41 
and No. 30B respectively, namely an octagonal head ring and a T’ing or tripod Incense burner. 

The next three plates deal with and illustrate chiefly ornaments carved from various stones, manifactured mostly during 
the Ming dynasty and later periods. 

These objects do not belong, strictly speaking, to the Jade collection; but being of such high artistic value and really 
beautiful specimens in themselves, they are here included and may be taken with the snuffbottles, illustrated on the con- 
cluding two Plates, as Appendices to the Jades. 

On plate No. 49 we find some beautiful specimens of various coloured agate, highly artistically carved, generally differen- 
tiating between the colours of the various stratas so as to have the raised parts in one and the back ground, in another 
colour, as very conspicuously demonstrated by No. 156. 

Very prominent specimens on this plate are Nos. 511 and 186, the first a group of a lion with cub, exquisitely 
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carved from very dark smoke crystal with streaks of amethyst, the latter an ornamental vase carved from white and 
lilac amethyst. 

No. 170 is of rose quartz, the rest being all of agate or amethyst. 

The foremost object on the next plate No. 50 is a large vase No. 1 of rose quartz, resting on the back of a lion. 

No. 98 is another specimen of two coloured agate, the bisected fruit being of dark brown colour, whereas the carved 
and raised leaves and ornaments are of an opaque white. 

Further agate carvings, all very pretty, are illustrated on plate No. 51, one of the finest being No. 39, a cover-vase 
beautifully carved with a figure and pine tree branches. Carving No. 142 is a small vase of dark lilac amethyst on a light 
green aquamarine foot. 

White rock crystal carvings are represented by Nos. 500, 109, 7 and by No. 39, a large slender vase with cover and a 
group of two lions above. 

The last plates Nos.52 and 53 display a collection of snuffbottles of Jade, crystal, agate, amethyst and various other 
stones including also a few specimens of old “Kuan-liao”’ (glass). 

Amongst the specimens on plate No. 52 the most prominent are Nos. 222, 34 and 223, all of grey and brown agate, 
No. 1 showing the figure of a sitting cat in the natural formation. 

No. 416 is of white crystal, with bunches of hair, Nos. 595, 1029, 314, 456 and 170 being carved from amethyst. Nos. 461 
and 465 are beautifully carved glass bottles, while Nos. 900, 739, 1021, 98, 57, 1032 and 980 represent bottles carved from 
various coloured Jades. 

Plate No. 53 shows two very fine specimens of smoke crystal No. 228 and No. 440, besides some examples of so-called 
moss agate like Nos. 738 and 66. 

No. 3 is of a curious milk-white and grey agate, No. 823 a very fine specimen of a two coloured Jade carving. No. 1045, 
a beautiful piece of high artistic merit, is carved a jour of greyish Jade while, No. 318 is of Lapis lazuli. Of duck-bone Jade 
we have here No. 868, and of rose quartz No. 255; No. 848 represents a natural agate pebble, of very extraordinary forma- 
tion, with brown spots. No. 942 is a grey and green Jade bottle, and No. 638 of a very curious grey and brown streaked 
agate with hair in the formation.
